If there is no networking cable plugged into the set at the first 
setup, you will be asked whether you want to use wired

It is compliant 
with the I EEE 802.1 1 B specification, which is, 
known underthe nameWiFi™. WiFi™ is the 
leading wireless industry standard for broadband 
networking, and delivers, depending on your 
environment, bandwidth of up to 11 Mbps over 
distances up to 100 meters. 

MC-i250 allows you to enjoy the massive 
benefits of broadband entertainment in locations 
of your house which do not have a wired 
network connection.
